But  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  steps  are  being  taken  in  many 
districts  to  improve  matters  by  way  of  employing  part 
time,  trained  and  partly  trained  nurses  to  relieve  those 
on  the  staffs  of  Hospitals  and  Institutions,  etc.

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V.  DIPHTHERIA  HVIMUNISATIOH. 

Since  1940  our  records  show  that  4002  children 
between  the  ages  of  1-15  have  been  protected  against 
diphtheria.  During  the  year  205  children  were  im- 
munised. As  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  steps  are 
being  taken  to  administer  the  first  injections  at  nine 
months  and  to  follow  this  up  by  what  is  styled  a 
“ boosting  ” injection  on  children  entering  school  at  five 
years.  The  recorded  number  of  notifications  in  all 
England  and  Wales,  which  since  1941  averaged  over 
55,000,  fell  to  18,186.  And  the  deaths,  never  less  than 
2,000  in  any  one  year  before  1941,  fell  to  472  in  1946. 

SUIVH^ARY. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  manpower  and  materials 
and  the  national  financial  resources,  the  health  of  the 
district  has  been  exceptionally  good.  No  reports  of 
malnutrition  or  under  nutrition  have  been  reported  to 
me.  There  is,  however,  one  thing  which  I should  like 
to  see.  done  generally  throughout  the  country:  that  is 
more  care  taken  in  the  production,  handling  and  dis- 
tribution of  food  stuffs.  Serious  outbreaks  of  typhoid, 
enteric  and  dy^senteric  diseases  have  occurred  and  have 
been  traced  to  “ carriers,”  engaged  more  particularly  in 
the  ice-crearn  trade.  More  stringent  precautions  are 
overdue  in  the  supervision  of  all  the  personnel  engaged 
in  this  occupation.  Blood  and  other  tests  should  be 
compulsory,  and  every  employee  encouraged  and  in- 
structed to  report  any  illness,  especially  diarrhoea,  and 
taken  off  duty.  Dysentery  is  known  to  be  spread  through 
the  handling  of  bread  by  persons  suffering  or  as  carriers. 
This  is  an  indication  of  the  advisability  of  wrapping 
bread  and  similar  food  stuffs. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  the  Council  and  officials  for  continued  and  in- 
valuable help  afforded  to  me  at  all  times  during  the 
year.

WATE!R.  - The  water  supply  for  the  area  is  ob- 
tained mainly  from  wells  of  varying  depths,  mostly 
shallow,  with  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  Costessey, 
Caistor  St,  Edmunds,  Cringleford,  parts  of  Framin^gham 
Earl,  Poringland,  Trowse  Newton  and  Stoke  Holy  Cross, 
where  the  Norwich  Corporation  water  is  laid  on,  and 
the  parishes  of  Hackford,  Hingham  and  Wicklewood, 
where  water  is  obtained  from  the  Wyrnondham  Urban 
District  Council’s  supply  at  Fligh  Oak,  Wicklewood. 

The  water  supplies  in  the  parishes  other  than  those 
covered  by  main  supplies  have,  with  the  exception  of 
isolated  cases,  been  sufficient. 

At  the  request  of  this  Authority,  a small  piped 
water  extension  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Norwich 
Corporation  in  Costessey  with  the  usual  financial 
guarantee  by  the  District  Council. 

The  quality  of  the  water  varies  considerably,  and 
in  some  of  the  flat  and  poorly  drained  parishes  is  of 
inferior  quality.  I again  stress  the  urgent  need  for  a 
piped  water  supply  in  the  parish  of  Hethersett.  Many 
of  the  wells  in  this  parish  are  known  to  be  polluted  as 
a result  of  samples  taken  before  the  war,  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  put  the  proposed  scheme  into 
operation,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Council  have  purchased  a large  area  of  land  in  the 
parish  for  development  purposes. 

The  water  obtained  from  the  Norwich  Corporation 
is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  that 
supplied  from  Wyrnondham  Urban  District  Council’s 
Works  is  softened  and  is  also  not  liable  to  have 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

Twenty- two  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  of  these 
16  were  reported  as  fit  for  drinking  and  domestic  pur- 
poses and  6 were  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. 

In  the  case  of  polluted  wells,  5 were  remedied  by 
informal  action;  the  use  of  the  6th  well  was  discon- 
tinued and  supply  obtained  from  a neighbouring  water 
main.

SEWERAGE.— I 

regret  that 

I am  unable  to 

report 

any  progress  regarding  new  sewerage  schemes  or  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Trowse  Newton  house  connections.  Other 
than  a few  odd  conversions,  the  position  in  the  parish 
of  Trov/se  Newton  remains  the  same.  Strenuous  efforts 
were  made  through  the  Ministry  of  Works  to  obtain 
the  necessary  Licence  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out, 
but  these  were  not  successful. 

The  Primming  Station  in  connection  with  this 
scheme  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  no  serious  break- 
down has  occurred.  It  is  under  the  supervision  of  a 
part  time  attendant. 

In  the  Parish  of  Hingham  the  old  sewers  have 
given  no  serious  trouble,  but  several  small  subsidences 
and  resultant  blockage  of  the  drains  occurred,  including 
one  in  the  churchyard.  It  is  essential  that  the  pro- 
posed new  scheme  should  be  commenced  at  an  early 
date. 

The  Council  are  installing  sewage  treatment  works 
on  several  of  their  new  housing  sites,  and  must  soon 
consider  the  question  of  employing  a full  timm  Engineer 
Attendant  to  deal  with  all  their  small  water  and  sewer- 
age schemes. 

REFUSE  mn  mmn  soil  collegtioii  schemes. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. — I am  in  a position  for  the 
first  time  to  be  able  to  report  on  a full  year’s  working  of 
the  new  scheme  put  into  operation  in  July,  1945.  Weekly 
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collections  of  household  and  trade  refuse  are  now 
made  in  the  parishes  of  Hingham,  Cringleford,  and 
Trowse  Newton,  including  part  of  Bixley,  and  fort- 
nightly collection  is  made  in  the  parish  of  Costessey. 
In  bringing  in  the  additional  parishes,  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  existing  Scammell  Vehicle  would  not 
be  able  to  carry  out  the  additional  work  satisfactorily 
for  very  long,  and  when  a breakdown  occurred  it  was 
impossible,  to  keep  the  normal  collections  going.  There- 
fore, in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided 
to  purchase  additional  vehicles  and  extend  the  scheme 
if  possible  to  cover  other  parishes. 


The  amount  of  refuse  collected  amounted  to  ap- 
proximately 520  tons,  and  this  was  deposited  at  the 
Norwich  Corporation’s  Tip  at  Harford  Bridges.  Our 
grateful  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Corporation  for 
their  continued  help  in  this  matter,  until  such  time  as 
the  Council  is  able  to  acquire  its  own  tip. 


Regarding  this  latter  point,  I regret  to  say  that 
negotiations  for  a site  at  Bowthorpe  broke  down,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  was  in  negotiation  for 
an  alternative  site  at  Ketteringham  with  sufficient  land 
for  a Central  Depot  to  embrace  all  outside  activities 
of  the  various  departments.  I would  stress  to  the 
utmost  the  importance  of  centralising  all  the  Council’s 
outside  activities,  such  as  refuse  and  night  soil  collec- 
tions, salvage  and  estates,  as  it  is  most  difficult  and  ex- 
pensive, and  not  in  the  best  interests  for  the  smooth 
running  of  the  schemes,  to  have  scattered  garages  and 
depots  for  each  service. 


NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION. - The  Council  has  no 
direct  Labour  Scheme  for  the  collection  of  night  soil  in 
the  district,  but  in  the  parish  of  Hingham  and  on  two 
isolated  sites  in  other  parishes,  a Contractor  is  engaged 
and  this  work  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  In  the  parish  of  Trowse  Newton  the  owners 
arranged  their  own  private  scheme  at  no  cost  to  the 
Council.  It  is  anticipated  that  within  the  next  twelve 
months  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  take  over 
by  Direct  Labour  the  scheme  in  Hingham  and  Trowse 
Newton,  and  it  is  hoped  that  if  vehicles  and  labour  are 
available,  the  scheme  will  be  extended  to  other  parts 
of  the  district  which  badly  need  similar  arrangements. 
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f}!Si!^FECTIOM  Mm  O!S)J{FESMT!0MS. 

During  the  year  twelve  premises  were  disinfected 
after  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Patients  nursed  at 
home  were  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  are  included 
in  the  number  of  premises  disinfected.  There  was  no 
serious  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease,  and  the 
figures  given  above  are  therefore  very  low  and  very 
satisfactory  from  a public  health  point  of  view. 

Pour  premises  were  disinfested  after  cases  of  bug 
and  flea  infestation. 

SCABIES,  This  disease  did  not  increase,  and  the 
further  we  leave  evacuation  schemes  in  the  past,  I 
anticipate  a gradual  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  re- 
ported. In  those  cases  reported,  Benzyl  Benzoate  was 
supplied  and,  where  necessary,  bedding,  etc.,  disinfested. 
Several  doctors  in  the  area  are  still  given  bulk  supplies 
of  Benzyl  Benzoate.

The  scheme  has  again  been  carried  out  by  the 
Norfoili  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for  the 
District  Council.  The  scheme  has  worked  satisfactorily, 
but  I am  of  opinion  that  one  department  should  be 
responsible  for  all  premises,  instead  of  the  present 
arrangement  whereby  the  Local  Authority  is  respon- 
sible for  premises  other  than  agricultural,  such  premises 
being  dealt  with  directly  by  the  War  Agricultural  Exe- 
cutive Committee. 

During  the  year  38  complaints  were  received  and 
these  were  all  dealt  with. 

SALVAGE. 

'The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  collection  of  waste 
materials  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the 
Pul)lic  Health  Department.  xA  Central  Depot  at 
PIcthersett  is  used,  to  which  all  salvage  collected  in 
the  villages  is  taken  for  sorting  and  baling.  One  full 
time  Depot  man  is  employed  and  one  part  time  driver 
for  the  Council’s  van,  which  makes  either  fortnightly 
or  monthly  calls  to  every  village.  In  addition,  the 
Refuse  Collection  Scheme  brings  in  a substantial  con- 
tribution. 
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The  salvage  is  collected  in  the  villages  in  some 
cases  under  the  direction  of  the  W.V.S.  and  the  Scouts. 
I again  thank  all  voluntary  helpers,  and  although  the

iVliLK— COWSHEDS  AND  OAIHIES. 

The  number  of  Cowkeepers  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  293. 

Fifty  - two  Accredited  Producers’  Licences  were 
granted  during  the  year  by  the  District  Council  acting  as 
agents  for  the  Norfolk  County  Council,  and  the  Nor- 
folk County  Council  granted  28  T.  T.  Licences  to 
Producers. 

One  Licence  to  pasteurise  milk  was  issued  to  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board  in  connection  with  the  Harford 
Creamiery. 

The  Norfolk  County  Council  withdrew  their  dele- 
gation of  powers  to  District  Councils  for  the  issue  of 
Accredited  Licences  in  June,  and  from  that  date  took 
over  all  duties  relating  to  inspection  and  sampling 
at  premises  where  designated  milks  are  produced. 
These  arrangements  also  include  the  bulk  samples  for 
testing  milk  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  as  a result  the 
number  of  samples  taken  by  the  District  Council  was 
much  smaller  than  in  previous  years. 

Thirty-three  samples  were  taken  from  Accredited 
herds,  and  of  these  31  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
and  2 failed  to  satisfy  the  test.  Necessary  repeat 
samples  and  other  action  was  taken. 
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Sixty-three  bulk  samples  of  milk  were  taken  under 
the  County  Council’s  Scheme  of  testing  milk  for 
Tubercle  Bacilli.  Two  positive  results  were  reported 
which  resulted  in  two  cows  being  slaughtered. 

The  proposed  change  over  of  duties  relating  to 
cowsheds  and  milk  production  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  has  not  yet  taken  place,  and  it 
appears  that  it  will  be  several  years  before  that 
Ministry  are  in  a position  to  take  over  the  duties.  In 
the  meantime  it  is  difficult  to  anticipate  what  are  the 
likely  requirements  regarding  the  future  standard  for 
premises.  It  appears  that  the  standard  adopted  for  T.T. 
Milk  Production  should  be  satisfactory  to  the  nev/ 
Ministry,  but  it  would  be  helpful  to  all  concerned  if 
some  clear  statement  and  directions  could  be  made. 

As  man3^  as  possible  of  the  non-designated  premises 
were  visited,  and  a number  of  alterations  were  carried 
out  as  a result  of  informal  action. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  in  cowsheds 
and  dairies  is  satisfactory,  although  from  time  to  time 
it  is  necessary  to  deal  with  cases  where  the  standard 
deteriorates,  which  is  general^’  to  be  found  amongst 
the  smaller  producers. 
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Throughout  the  year  slaughtering  of  animals  for 
human  consumption  has  been  carried  out  almost  daib^ 
at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  at  Swardeston. 
The  premises  are  attended  daily  by  an  Inspector,  and 
all  animals  killed  were  examined.  Effective  sanitary 
control  has  been  exercised  over  the  work  of  the 
slaughterhouse  and  the  handling  and  loading  of  the 
meat,  and  no  necessity  has  arisen  for  any  complaint  in 
this  direction.  All  relative  provisions  of  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act  have  been  adhered  to  satisfactorily.

There  has  been  no  appreciable  improvement  in  the 
housing  circumstances  of  the  district  during  the  year, 
and  it  has  not  yet  been  found  practicable  to  commence 
the  Rural  Housing  Survey  as  indicated  in  the  Hobhouse 
Report. 

Many  houses  which  were  the  subject  of  Demolition 
Orders  or  were  included  in  Clearance  Areas  before  the 
war  are  still  occupied,  under  Licence,  some  by  the 

original  tenants  and  others  by  fresh  occupiers.

121  new^  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council, 
and  schemes  for  the  erection  of  236  were  accepted  and 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  the  new  houses  are  to  be 
let  urgent  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  re-housing 
of  people  in  condemned  properties,  in  order  that  they 
can  be  demolished. 

V2ith  regard  to  the  repair  of  dwelling-houses,  the 
materials  and  labour  position  in  the  building  trade  have 
not  shown  any  improvement,  and  it  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  get  repairs  carried  out  within  a 
reasonable  time.  During  the  year  many  cases  of  dis- 
repair have  been  reported,  and  in  addition  to  those 
dealt  with  informally,  the  following  notices  were

CIVIL  iUILOII^G  CONTROL 

The  Licensing  powers  delegated  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  Local  Authorities  in  1945  underwent  a 
drastic  change  in  April.  This  meant  that  it  had  become 
necessary  for  all  licences  which  Local  Authorities 
recommended  for  issue  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  approval,  and  this  ultimately 
resulted  in  no  further  licences  being  issued  for  the 
erection  of  new  dwellings  for  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
except  in  exceptional  circumstances,  and  in  connection 
with  agriculture. 

During  the  year  the  following  licences  for  new 
dwellings  were  granted: —

A case  of  contravention  of  the  Regulations  was 
mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1945.  This  was 
taken  a stage  further,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  an  Injunction  was  granted,  restraining  the  builder 
from  continuing  with  the  works  concerned. 

GENERAL 

Mention  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  of  new 
arrangements  to  be  put  into  operation  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Council’s  Estates.  Whilst  this  is  not  usually 
within  the  province  of  the  Annual  Report,  I feel  that 
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some  mention  should  be  made  of  the  matter,  and  for 
this  purpose  I think  I can  say  that  at  the  end  of 
the  first  year’s  working  of  the  new  arrangements,  the 
Council  were  satisfied  that  there  had  been  a general 
improvement  in  the  maintenance  repairs  to  the 
Council’s  properties,  and  that  the  appointment  of  ad- 
ditional staff  in  the  Building  Surveyor’s  Department  to 
assist  in  the  supervision  of  the  erection  of  the  Council’s 
new  houses  had  definitely  resulted  in  an  improvement 
in  the  quality  of  the  new  buildings. 

In  concluding  my  Report,  I should  like  to  offer 
my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of 
the  Council,  for  the  help  and  consideration  given  to 
me  at  all  times,  and  also  to  all  other  officials,  especially 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff,  for  their  assist- 
ance and  co-operation.
